The South Portland struck bottom 
going at a speed of about sevan knots. 
As soon as striking she began to set- 
tle astern, and lii a minute or two slid 
off the reef and began to sink. Capt. 
Mclatjrre, seeing that thero was no 
hope of saving the ship, sjteedily had 
the boats lowered. One of the boats 
KOt away from the ship's side loaded 
with part of the crew and some of the 
passengers was capsized as 'soon as it 
cleared the ship's side and when last 
seen wm floating away in the fog witb- 
«at a living sonl aboard. 

The captain's boat with about 18 
aboard succeeded in clearing, but was 
also capsized and only seven were able 
to get back to the boat. They conslst-

A LESSON IN SELF RELIANCE. 



Canada Is Compelled to Sneenmh to 
What is Politely Called 
"Engiiata Diplomacy." 



There Ie' Talk of Building An All 

Canadian Railway to the Yukon 
From tho Pf cific — The 
Preee Ie Huffed. 

Ottawa, Oct 21. — ^The general opin- 
ion is that Canada will have to make 
the best of It in the Alaska decision. 
It is declared that It Is another lesson 
in self relianco and consequently peo- 
ple are already asking how long it will 
take to build a railway to the Yukon 
and bow much it will 'Cost 

Many speak strongly on the subject 
and recite instances where Canada has 
had to succumb to what Is politely 
called "Bnglish dlBtoOMcy." Wbile 
the action of the Canadian commie- 
sionere in refvstag to sign the award 
win be endOrsell, it Is considered a 
troublous question is well rid of. 

When the railway subsidies were un- 
der discussion Tuesday night Col. 
Hughes euggeeted thai an all Cana- 
dian road be built to the Yukon from 
the Paclflc. Sir Wilfred Laurler, the 
premier, replied that Canada would 
have to do this now that the award 
had gone against her in the Alaska 
boundary controversy. 

Mr. Courley, la a rather low tone, 
said that Canada waaid have to try to 
get back the territory that Is lost 
There was a cry of "order" and that 
ended the discussion. 

Toronto, Oct. 21.— Discussing the 
Alaskan boundary decision the Tele- 
gram (Independei^t) says: 

"The Alaskan boundary controversy 
has ended Just as all controversy In 
which British diplomacy plays a part 
must end, in victory for a counrty that 
is unscrupulous enough to claim every- 
thing and cunning enough to trade on 
the English good will that would sac- 
rifice anything rather than keep open 
a cause of difference with the United 
States." 

Tbe Wltnees (liberal) says editori- 

ally: 

"Ever since the Alaska boundary dif- 
ference came to the fore, our convic- 
tion has been that Canada would sub- 
stantially lose her case. When the 
United States consented to submission 
of the question to a Joint high com- 
mission it was with the certainty that 
she conid not loee an assurance oni 
versally expressed that she would 
gain. It was as certain as any human 
question could be that no commission- 
ers appointed by the United States 
would go back to their country having 
voted to sacridce Skagway and Dyea. 
To make aeeurance doubly sure the 
president sacrificed bis dignity by se- 
lecting commissioners who bad al- 
ready publicly and determinedly com- 
mitted themselves." 

Montreal, Oct. 21. — La Patrle the or. 
gan of J. I. Tarte, ex-minister of pub- 
lie wmrks, saA editorially about tbe 
Alaskan decision: 

"Canada should never have agreed 
to settle the question except by arbi- 
tration where one country appoints 
representatives and the other country 
represents, and these an nnpire. The 
manner In which the tatter was settled 
was proposed to Canada In 1899 and 
then Laurler refused it Six months 
ago he accepted the same pr<q>oeition.

ACCUSED PLEADED NOT 6U1LTY. 



He Is Charged With False Pretense la 
Bappiylaff flarernment Bateh- 
al fof iBral Carrion. 



There Was 1,557 Satchels Supplied By 
Defendant But They Did Net 
Have the Btrape ae Stipu- 
latsd In the Centraet 



Washington, Oct 21.— Leopold J. 
Stern, tbe Baltimore contractor arrest- 
ed in Toronto tmder two warrants 
charging false pretense in the supply 

to the government of satchels for ru- 
ral free delivery carriers, was given 
a preliminary hearing in the supreme 
court Tuesday. Stern pleaded not 
guilty. 

Post Offlce Inspector Walter 8. May- 
er, who worked up the ease against 

Stern, was called to the witness stand, 
but before his examination was con 
eluded court adjourned for the day. 

Much of the day was consumed in 
arguments by attorneys. Assistant 
District Attorney Taggart reviewed the 
charges against Stem, who, he said, 
submitted a bill and received money 
for satchel atrnps which he never fur- 
nished. 

"The bill on its face." said Mr. Tag- 
gart "was a He. There were 1.BS7 
satchels supplied, but they did not 
have the straps as stipulated in the 

contract." 

The defense contended that if the 
department ordered that the "Lamb 
straps," with which Stern was sup- 
plied and which he used In place of his 
own, be used, as they Interpreted the 
government's petition. Stem was cer- 
tainly entitlf'd to the money as such 
order constituted a modification of the 
contract.^ 

Post Offlce Inspector Mayer Identi- 
fied Stem's original contract with the 
government, which was submitted in 
evidence, despite the objections of the 
defense. 

The defense contended that the Unit- 
ed States did agree that Stern furnish 
the satchels without the straps, the 
goverament Bum>lying him with cer- 
tain straps known as the Lamb straps 
which only one concern could furalsh. 

Mr. Taggart called attention to the 
omission In Stern's bill of anything 
to Indicate that he had not >)ipplied 
the stmps as stipulated. He explain- 
ed later to the Inspectors, said Mr. 
Taggart. that the government relieved 
him of the expense of the straps owing 
to the higher prices of leather on ao* 
count of the Spanish war. 

In his testimony Inspector Mayer 
said he bad a conversation with the 
defendant at his place of biMlnees in 
Baltimore In which the latter acknowl- 
edged having but one contract with 
the government for the furnishing of 
satchels and that his contract called 
for a certain kind of strap to be placed 
on the satchels. 

On cross-examination the defense' 
Vroiinht out the admission t int Rtprn 
had claimed that hf had spcured the 
permis.sion of two postal f)tn(lals to 
furnish the satchels without straps.

J. Pierpont Morgan la anqnestioAsbly a 
strong man. Also, be hsa been and is 
broadly ciiaritable to a greator extent, 
possibly, than any other of Wall Street's 
well-known multi-millionaires.

Ap- 
parently he wss carried away by the 
success of his first experiences in It lating 
huge industrial corporations, however, 
and went too far along the path rf finan- 
cial exptnaion. To which excess of zeal, 
probably, more than to anv other one 
cause. Wall Street owes its prewent frenzy 
of terror, involvint: the loss of fortunts by 
many Hpi-cnlHtorH and the shrinkage of

—if not invisible — ditnt'neions.

Covington, Kv , October 19 —Judge 
A. M. J. Cochran of the United States 
Circuit Court f^r the Efatarp diatrict of 
Kentaeky, haaded down a detlaiea to* 

day in the eaae of the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad against the State of 
Kentucky, involving tazea to the amoont 
of $30,000, from which the railroad edm- 
pany claimed to be exempted. 

The decision in which the claims of 
the Louisville and Naabville aia upheld 
is very important, and If the ruling of 
JudgeCochran be affirmed by the United 
Sutflia Circuit Court of Appeala it will 
create a Mr ta Kanttf^ky. Judge Coch- 
ran, in speaking of the c»^e last evening, 
expressed the opinion that it was hardly 
poaaible for the State to overlook the ex- 
isting tax evils, at" er Htich a decision of 
the Federal Court, and that sjme action 
will probably be taken In a abort time to 
remedy the evil. 

There are two nteps possible. One is 
the indictment cl all the Tax Assessora 
in the State who have l>een for the past 
ten years assessins property at about 20 
per cent leas than its actual oaab value. 
The other remedy and the one which 
will more probably be employed ia to 
amend the State Constitution so that the 
preeent method ol assessment will t>e ac- 
eordint to law. 

In 11K)2 the Ix>ni8vill6 and Nanhville 
railroad tiled a petition in the Fa<leral 
Court of the Eaatern diatriet of Ken« 
tucky asking that the tux assessmfnt 
on ita property in Kentucky be re«luced 
20 per cent, and as a reaaon tit thia re- 
quest the railroad, company made the 
atatement that the individual property 
owner of the State was only assessed on 
80 per cent, of the full valuation of his 
property. The railroad made no claim 
that its assessment was excessive, but 
claimed that the corporation waa dis- 
orlminatad againat in faTor of the indi- 
vidual property owners. Suit whp 
brought under the Fourteenth amei d- 
ment to^ the Oonatitntion of the United 
States, which dfclaren that all citizens 
shall have the iqual protection of the 
law. 

The entire holdinjrs of the Louisville 
and Nashville Railroad Company in 
eleven Sutea amount la about $130,000,- 
000. Twentv-six per cent, of this, or 
about $3.3,000,000 is in the State of Ken- 
tucky. 01 this amount $23,000,000 is 
aaseaaed by the Railroad Oommlaaion 
as tangible property and the other $10,- 
(XK),<X)fl is franchise property. Tho rail- 
road company asked that about |t>,500,- 
000 be cat off from thia aaaMament an<l 
that its property he assessed at only 80 
per cent, of its full valuation. 

In deciding in favor of the railroad 
company Judge Cochran said it was 
very evident that the Assessors in the 
various counties had erred in making 
the individual aaaaaamanta lower than 
they should have been made; tkiat as 
these asaeasments could not be raiseil 
and the other 20 per cent, collected 
from the individaU tatxpayer, the only 
thine to do under the Constitution of 
the United >States was to grant the re- 
duction in the railroad aaaeaament. 

It is probable that the case will be 
carried by the State to the United States 
Cirooit Court of Appeala.
